The meeting was ar­ 
ranged by representatives ot 32 dif- 
fernt organizations, moat of which are 
of anarchistic tendency. 
L. S. Oliver presided at the m eeting' 
and speakers in Germ an, Italian, and 
English were heard. 
The most inter­ 
est seemed to he attached to the ut*; 
terances of R. Grossman, a New York 
w riter, who is under sentence of five 
years in Paterson, N. J., on a charge 
of inciting 
a 
riot. 
Grossman, 
who 
spoke in German, reviewed the events 
leading up to the H aym arket affair, 
criticised the trial, drew an inspira­ 
tion 
from the 
execution, and 
com- , 
pared hiB own persecution in P ater­ 
son with that of the H aym arket riot­ 
ers. 
The Italian speaker, Guiseppi Cian- 
cahilla, while understood 
by only 
a 
few of the 200 persons in the room, 
| drew applause when he delcared th at 
labor had little to expect from the ar­ 
bitration 
comm ission appointed 
by 
President 
Roosevelt 
in the m iners’ 
strike. 
George Brown of Philadelphia, who 
spoke In English, arraigned all forms 
of governm ent as inimical to liberty, 
and delcared that anarchy’s mission is 
to destroy governm ent.

th at when the bomb exploded in H ay­ 
m arket square it showed that the gov­ 
ernm ent in a republic is like the gov­ 
ernm ent all the world over.
